taine unto it, or perhaps are loath to beftow any time to 
practife it - whereby they might come toa requifite per- 
fection : for fuch J have fer downe certaine. dire@tions, 
and thof¢ fo facile, and eafies that perfons altogether un- 
skilful, may (having a Patterac) worke very. Wie! : ta 
ae | efore 
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before I begin, it behooveth that I prefcribe what things 
areto be had in readinefle to worke withall: firft there- 
fore provide good {mooth and cleare paper, divers plum- 
mets made of blacke leade, oker, or blacke chalke, or elfe 
Charcoals made of Ath, Sallow,or Beech,fplitin funder, 
and pointed ;alfo a wing : having provided thefe your 
implements, you hall thus begin to worke.

Hoy to fmooth and pollifo Copper Plates. 


Re that in the printing with Copper Plates, the 
leaft (cratch, though it be {carce vifible, receiveth its 
imprefion, and fo many times difgraceth the worke: I 
have fet downe away to fmooth plates for impreflion. 
Firft, cakea piece of Brafle,or Copper, of what: big- 
nefle you intend, of an indifferent thicknefle, and fee as 
ncereas youcan, that itbee free from fire flawes. Firft 
beat it as {mooth asyou canwitha hammer, then rubie 
ay fmooth 
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fmooth with a pumice ftone that is void of gravell,(leaftit 
race it,& fo caufe you as much more labour to get thé ont) 
burnith it after with a burnithing iron, having firft drop- 
ped adropor two of fallet oyle on it: then rub it over 
with acole, preparedas is after taught, and laftly with a 
peece of beaver hat dipt infallet oyle, rub it very well for 
an houre: thus you may polith itexaclly, 


How to prepare your Coales, 


Ake Beechen charcole,fuch as when they are broke, 

doe fhine, fuch as are void. of clifts, and. fuch as 

breake offeven.: burnethem againe, and as foone as 
they areall through on fire, quench themin chamber lye: 
aitertake them out, and put them in faire water, and res 
ferue them for your ufe. 

Having prepared.all things in readinefle; yeu muft 
haue a draught ofthat you intend to cur or engrave. 

Take theplate then, and waxc it lightly over, and-then 
cither pounce the piture uponit, or-trace it, or by draw- 
ing oucr thelines of the pi@ure with ungummed inke, re: 
print it uponthe Plate; then worke upon it,obferving the 
thadow, fo that being printed, it may ftand right, for ie 
willbe backward upon your plate:when you haue cutone 
' ftroke, drop a little fallet oyle upon your peéce of Bever,

If you will engrave Images; &c. lay the waxe 
on the [ren or Stetle, thin, and draw what you will ther- 
on, that it may touch the mettall, then puethe waterinto 
the ftrokes, and it will be engraven.
